-Seems that the Chamber 
of Commerce has gone out 
of town again in support of 
outside merchants, and thi.s 
time are not only causing 
the meroha nts to pay 
through the nose but Cheat¬ 
ing the city out of consider¬ 
able sales tax. 

Solicitor for the maps is 
charging merchan t s S300 
each for a business card size 
advertisement on the map. 
The only promise, besiclos. 
the advertising exjiosure is 
200 to 225 maps, according 
to what the Chamber wants 
to give them. 

Should 20 merchants take 
his proposition the reven.ue 
to the printer will be $ 6,000 
and then one merchant told 
us that the Chamber would 
bo given a kickback of 
$ 1 , 000 . 

About a year ago, when 
the same merchants were 
serta given the shaft on the 
printing of the map, by the 
then newspaper callecl thc- 
Sentinai, the president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, at 
that tim.e, Carrie Borden, 
came to the Sierra Madre 
News to find what the cost 
of printing 10,000 of the 
maps would be. 

A letter is in the files of 
the Chamber of Commerce, 
written to President Carrie 
Borden, at the time, stating 
that the Sierra Madre News 
would deliver to the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce within 30 
days, 10,000 of the maps for 
a total cost of $745. This was 
given the directors, but they 
were more Interested in see¬ 
ing if they could get the 
money back from the afore 
mentioned newspaper. As far 
as wo know the matter was 
dropped by the now presi¬ 
dent. Theodore, and h i s 
group. 

That map carried, I be¬ 
lieve, some 43 advertisers, so 
the cost per advertiser would 
have been $18 per merchant, 
not ,$300. And then if the 
merchants wanted the 
Chamber to have a rake-off 
from the maps they could 
have assessed them an as¬ 
sessment of an extra $25 
each, which would give the 
Chamber the extra $1,000. 

Of course some one-and-.a- 
half years have now passed, 
but at the time the Sierra 
Madre News gave the figure 
of $745 to the then President 
Carire Borden, the .Sierr.’’ 
Madre News was making a 
livable profit out of the 
given figure, so you can fig¬ 
ure that one out for your¬ 
self. 

Now I hear a rumor that 
the Chamber wants the Citv 
to gi\e the Chamber the old 
Toy Loan building for their 
office and meeting; room . 

. . Also hear a rumor that 
another organization may be 
coming to the front to rep 
sent the merchants of the 
Community. Tlie City may 
find Itself in the middle of 
having to recognize both, 
and may have to give the 
Park Hou.se to the new or¬ 
ganization. 

Dick Hartley called upon 
the City Council to exercise

Chambers . . . Hartley said 
tlie nilo should cover all 
that use the chambers as a 
meeting; placx? . . . He did 
not mention any names, but

Bailey Canyon Park 


No one knows how the 
canyon received its name, al¬ 
though there is speculation 
that "Bailey” may have been 
a squatter. In the early 
1930’s Bailey Canyon was 
heavily used as a picnic and 
recreation area and the 
WPA built an amphitheater 
and picnic spot. The foothill 
fire of 1963 did considerable 
damage to the park and the 
flood of 1969 further dam¬ 
aged the amphitheater and 
widened the stream bed. 

"After the fire of 1979, 
which also did some damage 
to the park, a deflection 
channel was built behind the 
Monastery to protect it from 
subsequent rwn-off from de¬ 
nuded slopes. This channel 
guaranteed dcstrueti o n of 
more of the land in the 
amphitheater area when the 
heavy rains of this past 
winter added an additional 
water course to the already 
swollen stream. 

"The Bailey Canyon na¬ 
ture trails were developed by 
volunteer youth groups, and 
when the land has naturally 
rehabilitated to a sufficent 
degree, the traiks will be re¬ 
worked and the leaflets for 
self-guided nature walks will 
once more be available to 
the public. Bailey Canyon 
Wildernc.ss Park was dedi¬ 
cated as such on J.unc 11, 
1967. It is a unique outdoor 
classroom area utilized for 
the past six years by third 
grade students from our lo¬ 
cal schools who, led by vol¬ 
unteers trained under the 
.sponsorship of SMEAC, have 
witnessed the ongoing char¬ 
acteristics of the natural 
world in its adaptation to 
fire and flood and man's 


impact. A goal of the pro¬ 
gram has been an increased 
awareness of nature on the 
part of the students and a 
development of a sen.se of 
responsibility on our nabaral 
world.”

Thjs urgent message is to inform you of Jerry Bro^v^’s 
latest seheme — Proposition 11, wliic'lt will bo on t'.te June 
ballot. 

Proposition 11 is the so-called' “Energy Surtax Initia¬ 
tive” circulated under the leadeship of Brown’s top lieu¬ 
tenant Bill Press, former director for the Office of Plan¬ 
ning and R<'ach in the Brown Administration. Jerry Brown 
sponsored this scheme which has been endorsed by his 
frienAs. Tom Hayden and Jane Fonda. 

This initiative is an across the board attack on tlie 
free enterprise system — double taxation. The battleground 
will be Bill Press attacking the oil companies. Don’t believe 
this. 

While people of California become more concerned 
each day with, supply problems, Jerry Brown and his friends 
are adding an energy tax to punish those who could keep 
us from slipping further into OPECs grip. 

The truth is this outragcH)us tax will damage our ability 
to help meet our energy needs, threaten jobs . . . delay 
work on alternate energy sources, and could create a mas¬ 
sive new taxpayeyr burden to support a ravenous bureau¬ 
cracy. 

Proposition 11 is another attempt by Jerry Brown to 
seek political advantages at the expense of the private 
sector, it is a technical mass of contradictions that offers 
no tinswers while raising endless questions. 

Propisition 11 is taxation for the sake of taxation. In 
California a vote of the people set off a national tidal 
wave of tax revolt. We want taxes to serve a purpose — 
not just grease the bureaucractic skids. Proposition 11 will 
not serve any purpose except to raise taxes and discourage 
business investment in our state, that’s why the presti¬ 
gious California Taxpayers Association is supporting the 
Californians For Fair Taxation Committee. 

The perwer to tax is the power to destroy. When gov¬ 
ernment arbitrarily can single out a segment of an in¬ 
dustry for punitive taxation this can chill the business 
climate, limit investment and pu a crimp on expansion 
and jobs — and — jobs are people, you and me. 

A campaign committee — Californians For Fair Tax¬ 
ation — has been formed to defeat this dangerous initiative. 

Help For Small Businesses 

Employers having ten or fewer employees may be 
excluded from inspections by the Division of Occupational 
Safety and Health according to AB 3148 (Young). The bill 
passed ts first test April 8 when approved by Assembly 
Labor, Ebnployment and Consumer Affairs, The bill would 
conform California DOSH law to federal law, which cur¬ 
rently exempts employers having less than ten employees. 
If federal law increa.ses the number of exempted employees, 
AB 3148 would automatically follow changes. The so-called 
Schweiker bill in Congress would i.ncrease these exemp¬ 
tions, if approved. However, if an exempted business has 
a lost-time Injury or fatal accident, DOSH still has the 
authority to inspect and levy fines for violations of state 
standards. 

Consumer Service Bureau 

A bill to establish a new consumer service program 
was approved 7-3 by Assembly Labor Employment anef 
Consumer Affairs April 8. To A.ssembly Ways and Mean.s. 
In its original form, AB 2932 (Harris) appropriated $2.28 
million to the Department of Consumer Affairs and to 
the attorney general to create or expand local consumer 
affairs bureaus or consumer fraud divisions witliin dis¬ 
trict attorney offices. 

AB 2932 also provides grants to l(x;al communities on 
a dollar-for-dollar matching basis. The Chamber is op¬ 
posed to the matching grant concept as a pressure on 
state anr local comm-unities to raise taxes to qualify. 

Amendments to delete the appropriation were accepted'. 
However, the authority to award grants on a matching 
basis was left in tlie bill. Al.so, the state could subc'ontracl 
out consumer services at the local level. The Chamber 
testified that the amendmenis appeared to indirectly ac¬ 
complish the original intent of the bill, also noting that 
this is, no time to create now programs. 

Control of Senate 

In 1980, 34 seats in the U.S. Senate will be up for 
election. Twenty-fc/ur of these are now held by Demo¬ 
crats, ton by Republicans. Statistically, this gies the Re- 
pubiicans their best chanct' in many years to gain control 
of the Senate. The present overall Senate lineup is 5S Demo¬ 
crats, 41 Republican.s and one Indepc'.ndent. 

Bartender Liability Again 

AB 3310 (MeVittie) allows civil liability lor injury re¬ 
sulting from the sale or lurnshing by commercial vendors 
of alcxiholic beverage to an obviously intoxicated jrerson. 
AB 3310 amends a 1978 statute which reversed three Cali¬ 
fornia Supreme Court decisions which held that any per¬ 
son who sold or served alcoholic beverages to an obviously 
intoxicated i)erson was responsible for injury cau.sed by 
that person. The Chamber supported the 1978 bill (SB 
1645). A.ssembly Judiciary members should be contacted 
and urged to vote no on AB 3310. Members arc A.sscmbly- 
men Fenton, Imbrccht, W. Brown, Berman, McAlister, In¬ 
galls, Hayden, MeVittie, Moorhead, Nolan, Stirling, Torres 
and M. Waters.

Bad Check Bill Passed 

A bill that would ea.se a retailer’s burden of proof 
when prosecuting individuals tor passing bad chocks pas.sed 
Senate Judiciary April 15. SB 1675 (Aj'ala) eliminates the 
requirement that a merchant be able to physically identify 
the suspect and provides that the information on the check 
(crorrect name and address) and a valid Caiifornia driver’s 
license or state ID is sufficient proof of ideaitity. This is 
important to merchants who end up writing off from 40 to 
60 per cent of their bad checks as uncolicjctablo, be¬ 
cause the clerk cannot physically identify a check passer 
seen once some time ago. ’I’o Senate floor. Chamber sup¬ 
ports passage of the bill.

It i.s the current honcho. 
Mr. Waldheim, with whom 
we are here concerned, as 
America’s leaders grovel bo 
fore )iim In this time of 
American crisis. Mr. Wald¬ 
heim has a long history of 
"going along to get along.” 

Upon U Thant’s retirement 
in 1971, the Security Coun¬ 
cil chose Azistria's Kurt 
Waldheim to succeed hi.m. 
The New York Times re ■ 
polled on December 22: 
■One of Mr. Waldheim’s 
greate.st assets in his suc- 
ccs.cfu! campaign was that 
he was the preferred candi¬ 
date of the Soviet Union 
from an early stage . 

A few months earlier, 
W'aldhoim had received 47 
per cent o-f the vote as the 
presidential Candida t e of 
Au.stria’s Catholic People’s 
Party. Nevertheless, the vic- 
terious .Socialists returned 
hiin to the UN as their rop- 
lesentative and backed him 
for Secretary - General. 

Austria was the first free 
country’ to fall to Hitler. In 
1942 Waldheim was wound¬ 
ed as an Austrian soldier, 
fighting with his country’s 
captor.s. As Hilaire du Ber- 
rier reported in 1972, W.a.ld- 
heim served as “an infantry 
lieutenant with the swasitka 
on his ciollar.” 

In 196S, when he Soviet 
Union invaded Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, Mr. Waldheim agal\’ 
proved accommodating. The 
Boston Pilot for January 1, 
1972 noted that Dr. Wald¬ 
heim was also gratefully re¬ 
membered in Moscow for 
helping soothe tensions in 
Austria during the Soviet’s 
August 1968 invasion cf 
neighboring Czechoslovakia. 

As a final blow to "our 
side,” Waldheim cemeurred 
in every respect in the UN’s 
1984-style drive to obliterate 
evei-y last vestige of Free 
China within the UN. 

Such is the record of the 
UN leader In whose hands 
America’s cowardly “heads 
of state” have placed our 
dilemma.
